liOSLVN'.S DISA.STEK. 

Dlli'erenccs of Oiiliiliin in to tho Canse of tho 
Explosion. 

Rosi.VN, May 18. — Intense interest pre- 
vails in regard to the inquiry as to the 
oaii!'!- of th.e dis:is'er. Tlie ti'stim'Hiy ad- 
duced yesterday, practically corroborates 
the evidence that was given on Saturday 
and Monday as to tho material features. A 
great dilTcrenco of . opinion prevails as to 
the point of ignition and explosion, Tho 
committee of experts appointed by the 
miners as a whole, held to the opinion 
that gas ignited in llio seventh east 
entry, but there was a divis- 
ion of opinion as to the point 



of explosion. Other well-known and ex- 
perienced miners contended that a shot bad 
been fired in tho cross-cut between the fifth 
and sixth levels, v. hich ignited gas and 
caused both a gaa and dnst explosion. Nu- 
merous theories were jiresented and elabor- 
ately explained. 'I'lio mine firemen and a 
number of the miners maintain that u shot 
was put oli' in the drill hole in tho crosa-cut 
between the lift h and sixth levels, the lay 
of the limbiM-s anil marks of powder going 
to demonstrate this theory. 'I'heso theoriea 
are backed up with a diversitj' of reasons, 
iiiid the divisions of opinion, coming us thoy 
do from thoroughly practical mining men, 
calls upon the jury for tbe cxeroiso of great 
judgment. 



THE IRISH SITUATION. 

Oauso of the AVeitkui-ss In 'tho Irish Katlonul 
Party. 

London, May M — The Ulster niov.j- 
meiif. is developing an inipoitaiice that 
causes tho Liberals much uuxiely, Tho 
Nonconformist ministers, who have been 
sent as political missionaries from Ulster to 
the I",i]gli!:h Nuiieonformiata, are meeting 
with a better reception than they expected, 
and everywhere the Nonconformist 
Liberals are being ajipculed to nob 
to turn over their fellow-religioniata 
in Ireland to the mercies of a 
Catholic Homo Rule I'arliameiit. Thcso 
appeals are being carried into the homo and 
the workshop as well as the chapel, and it 
is claimed that many of the English Non- 
conformists have already been converted to 
tho .yide of the Ulster brethren. Tho weak- ' 
nesa of the Irish National cause consists in 
the bitter antagonism aroused by the utter- 
ances of Mr. Timothy Healy. While Mr. 
Henly remains prominent in the Federation, 
a reconciliation of tlio Irish factions, seems 
impossible. Mr. Healy continues as bitter 
us ever in his expressions relating to the 
I'aniellites, and they are as bitter as over 
against him. 

Nothing short of Mr. Healy's retirement 
would be satisfactory to the friends of the 
late Irish leader, and Mr. Healy will not 
retire. Consequently, it seems certain that 
the Parnellites and the Anti-Parnellites will 
go into the general election opposed to each 
other, and tho Conservatives are confident 
that they can capture several seats as a 
result of the Irish division. The Anti- 
I'urncllito loaders are reported to bo 
much disappointed at tho prac- 
tical failuio of the attempt to 
raise funds in America, and they are 
beginning to bo convinced that, whilo somo 
prominent Irishmen in America may con- 
tribute to the National cause, aa represented 
by tlie anti-I'arncllite Federation, tlie dollar 
of the workinginan or servant girl, which 
formed the bulk of the contributions in the 
past for the support of the Irish cause when 
united under Mr, Farnell, will not be given 
to tho avowed antagonists of Parnell. 



TROUBLE IN PROSPECT. 

Dakota Indians Not Unlikely to Undertake a 
Bloody Controversy AVIth tho Whiles. 

PiERUB, S. D., May 18.— Judge Edgerton 
is hero to hold the term of the District 
Court. An important case to be tried is 
that of the United States against Wets- 
His-Lips, for grand larceny. Wets-His- 
Lips WJ3 indicted here for that oEfense, last 
month, aud Agent George D. Wright 
has employed an ottorney to 
defend the Indian. Jack VVhipplo 
is a wealthy ranchman, who resides, 
fifty miles west of Pierre. Last year, in ». 
quarrel with a brother of Wota-his-Iips,;. 
Wright shot tho Indian ondtnstnntly killed'- 
liim. Whipple was arrested by the United 
.Slates authorities, but escaped on tho- 
technical ground that the oll'ence was not • 
committed on Government land. He was 
not re-arrested and tried in tho uewly-or- 
gani:ced county where tho crime was co'iiiiiit-- 
ted, on tho statement of the authorilie.a 
that it waa impossiblo there to convict n 
white man for killing an Indian. Il is tho 
unfi)rtuiiato custom among tlie Indiana tc 
avenge the ilealh of relatives. \\'et.s- liis- 
l.ip.s, tliougli a ipiiot and peaceable Indian, 
was thoroughly imbued witli this doctrine, 
and it is said that Whipple was iu hourly 
terror of asaiiult. Agent Wright claims 
that Whipple induced two cowboys to per- 
suade Vi cts-Hi.i-Lips to take a atoer 
biilonging to Mott and Delanoy. Weta-liia- 
lips took tho animal suppoaing it was a 
gift. He waa shortly afterward indicted 
for grantl larceny. Agent Wright repre- 
sents that this was done to get tho Indian 
out of the way for Whipple's protection 
and a warm time at tho trial is anticipated. . 
In case of the ccinviction of AYots-his-lips, 
it is said that the Indians who 'know of 
the affair are likely, to cause maoh ' trouble 
for the ranchmen' t(nd espeeially for 
Whipple and his friends.

How a Commouwealtli of One Caused 
Disaatroua Troublu iu His 
Kingdom. 

A Salvation Army Fieltl Day— Tlie 
CLief Justice Gives Some Good 
Advice. 



The long delayed case of Rcgina r. Williams 
nnd othnra raimn lip for lie irinic In tho 
Court yesterday morning. Tlie room w.is llllod 
with interested spectators and :\i Ilie In-ariiig 
progressed tho place became uneoinfortably 
crowdod. Tho case developed nioro amusing in 
cidontT than any other matter that has come 
up bc^oro tho Chief Justice for sonic years.

This Llone, and jifier having es- 
tablii-liMl a code of rules founded on tho piel; of 
Ihojiriti.di Constitution and the Ten Com- 
man Inn-iii.-^. he began to look for colonists. 
Three ji :o|i e were closo at hand (the prisoners 
iu tin: ea ei ^uHim E. Wlll.ams, 0. CWUllama, 
and llenrv H.; irn3. 

When all wiis ready and Elng Spencer had 
received Ilia .iiili.jeels, lie and tne loadlDg vas- 
.'. il, .Instils \N"iliianis, built a sawmill which 
con.sisleil, aceordini; lo the evidence nf llio 
pr..aeeut or, j esleril.iy, of a " (,'ang hi il,,er " and

THB SMALLPOX. 

No ouo need be very greatly alunnei.1 
about the Bmallpsx. The disease, conta- 
gious as it is, is easily managed. If tho 
authorities of Vaiiomu'or are careful and 
firm they can easily prevent its spreading. 
A single precaution, if rigidly luid impar- 
tially carried out, is sulii-jicnt. That pre- 
caution is isolation. Kot only should those 
atTerted by tho disease bo isolated, but all 
' ' ■ those who have been in contact with the 
'diseased persons. These latter should, 
every one of them, bo kept apart 
from the rest of the community until 
it is known whether or not they 
have caught the disease. Careleaauesa 
■ or want of determination in this matter may 
bo followed by the most deplorable results. 
• ■ Whore the authorities are active and intel- 
■ ligcnt, and whore they are well backed up 
by a community impressed with the neces- 
sity of stamping out tho disease immedi- 
ately, it is surprising how quickly and how 
easily it 6aB ba done. Persons suffering 
from the disease, those with whom they 
have lived, and those who have been 
in their company, if it is only for an hour, 
should be kept by themselves. Tliey should 
have no direct conmuniicatiou with their 
fellow citizens. If this is done very little 
more will bo heard of the smallpox in Van- 
couver. Vaccination should bo attended to, 
of course, but isslation is, just now, the one 
thing needful. 

- INTOLERABLE OUTRAGES. 

It is surprising that the people of Eng- 
land do not insist upon some radical change 
being made in the construction and arrange- 
ment of railway coaches. That the com- 
partment plan ofTera facilities for tho com- 

n .^mission of crimes almost every English 
newspaper we read affords ample proof. 
Murder has been conunitted in these oom- 
partmsnts, and tho women traveling alone 
are very fur from being safe in them. The 
assaults tliat become public are sullioienl to 
rouse the indignation of the people, and 

, there.is no doubt that there are many more 
that are never heard of, A respectable 
young woman is moat reluctant to proclaim 
to the world that she has been insulted. 
Once clear of the blackguard who has an- 
noyed her, she considers it most prudent to 
say nothing about his conduct. She natur- 
ally shrinks from publicity in a matter of 
that kind. Seeing, then, tho dangers and 
annoyances to which passengers arc exposed 
• where the conches arc divided into com- 
partments liaviug no connection with each 
other, and a very uncertain one with the 
guard, a Canadian cannot see why the Hi it- 
ish public do not insist upon the American, 
or some modification of the American, rail- 

■ , way car being adopted in the Three King- 
doms. 

In Canada such outiages as are 
perpetrated in I!riti;,h railway cars 
are simply impossible. In the Canadiun 
car, wiiciher ordinary ilrst-claaa or piiU- 
niun, there is no such person as an unpro- 
, teeted female. Every part of every oar is 
>at all times accessible to the conductor, and 
'.the most audacious scoundrel could not in- 
asult a lady traveller without being im- 
mediately discovered and punished us he 
deserved. Tho conacquence ia that a lady 
■without an escort can travel from Halifax 
to Victoria, from New York to Now Orleans, 
without having the slightest cause to feel 
at any time the least uneasiness. And 
women often do so travel for tlioiisaiuls ol 
niil',::i, receiving mitliiiig but kindness and 
consideration from their fellow passengers. 

It may be objected that there is very 
little privacy in the American oar. That 
may be a drawback in tho estimation of 
some fastidious people, but the absolute 
security felt by tho traveller in America is 
more tbiin a compensiition. And after all 
there is as much, and perhaps more, 
privacy in being one of Bi.\ty passengers in 
a roomy car, than in being one of half a 
dozen in a small compartment tho doors of 
which are locked. 

A CANTANKEROUS COLONY. 

Newfoundland, for a small colony, takes 
very high ground. It claims tho right to 
' snake treaties for itself with foreign nations 
and when the mother country interpoacs 
and tells it that it cannot do exactly as it 
likes, it gets upon its high horse and ex- 
presses its determination to get even with 
those who have thwarted it and crossed its 
path. 

The Newfoundlanders believe that Canada 
has stood in the way of their getting a reci- 
procity treaty with the United States, so 
tlicy are determined to make Canadians 
feel the weight of their vengeance. They 
have disorimiuatod against them in 
matters of trade and they have denied them 
tho privilege of procuring fresh bait in their 
h'irbora. This exclusion is somothing hi- 
therto unknown in British North America. 
It hiis been suppoicd that all Brit- 
ish subjects have, of right, equal privileges 
in British waters. Until now no 
one baa questioned 'the., right, of 
13t,vish subjects, lot' them come from 
.whit part of the Empire they may, to fish 



within three miles ot the shore of any British 
colony, nnd to purchase what supplies they 
may require. But it Bcems that the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland has undertaken to 
exclude Canadians from the temtorial 
waters of that colony, and have denied 
Canadian fishermen the privilege of buying 
bait in Newfoundland harbors. This the 
British Government believea to be contrary 
to law, but the Newfoundlanders will 
neither extend to Canadians their rights, 
nor will they allow the Judicial Committee 
of tho Privy Council to decide upon the 
legality of tho authority which they pre- 
sume to exercise. This is just a little too 
much of a good thing, and tlie Kewfonnd- 
landei-a will luive to be taught that they 
have no right to do wrong as far as Cana- 
dians are concerned. 

Then there is another matter in which 
the Newfoundlanders are reealoitraut. 
France has been by treaty conceded certain 
rights on p.vrt of the coast of Newfoundland. 
There is a dispute between Ureal Britain 
and Franco as to the extent of those 
rights. There have been negotiations 
between the twonations on the matter, and, 
pending a Bottlenient, a modii--' rirt.iuli has 
been agreed upon. The NewiouniUandera 
are kicking vigorously against tlie arrange- 
ment that has been made, and taking upon 
themselves to act ua if they wore indepen- 
dent and had i)ower to enforce their own 
lute rpretation of the treaty. It is of no use 
to tell them that treaty obligations 
must be carried out. 'I'hey do not want tho 
French in Newfoundland, and will not bo 
aatisfled until they are forced to leave the 
cjlouy. But that is much more easily said, 
than done. The people of Newfoundland 
do not realize this. They seem to think 
that, treaty or no treaty, Great Britain 
should settle the French Shore question ac- 
cording to their ideas. But British states- 
men cannot afford to trifle and temporise on 
a question in which tho good faith of tho 
nation is concerned, and recourse will be 
had to Imperial legislation what will con- 
vince the bumptious Newfoundlanders that 
they are not yet quite independent. 

AND rnL'i! a /ut' i 'a xce. 

Our friends, the Libera'a, have another 
grievance. I'arliamcnt. has refused to en- 
quire into the conduct of Judge Elliott, 
who, it is contended, acted improperly in 
connection with tho London election cise. 
They say that his decision was unfair, 
that he admitted votes that ought 
to have been ruled out, and tliat 
ho showed during tho proceedings 
a political bias. The most serious 
charge against him is thkt, while the elec- 
f.on was going on, he wrote articles for 
tlic Free L'ress in favor of the Government 
candidate. A petition coni)daining of tho 
conduct of the .Judge ■wa.s laid on the table' 
of the House, and it wus moved that a copy 
of it be furnished tho Judge, and that his 
answer to the charges it contained be re. 
ferred to a special committee of the House. 

It can easily be seen that Judge Elliott 
was not responsible to the lloiiae for any 
error of judgment be may have made, and 
if ho was guilty of any improper conduct 
with respect to that or any other case, tho 
law shows how he is to be dealt with. 
Judge Elliott is a County Court judge. 
Such judges are responsible to the Govern- 
ment for the way in which thoy perform 
their duties. Judges of the Superior Court 
and those alone nuist be procceiled against 
by way of impeachmeut. Now if Judge 
Elliott had in the estimation of the London 
Liberals acted in a way unbecoming a 
judge and if they wished to call him to ac- 
count, their course was clear. They should 
have complained of him to the Government 
nnd if the Government did nut inquire into 
his conduct and d';al with hiui according to 
ins deserts riiuy could uunipel it to uiiawur 
to Parliament for its dereliction of duty. 
The cose was not one to bring before Par- 
liament at all. Mr. Weldon, of Albert, in 
tho excellent speech which he delivered on 
the subject, asked the following very perti- 
nent question: 

"Now, when Parliament has deliberately 
chosen a way whicli may be adopted in try- 
ing a county court judge for inisljehnvior, 
and when ten years of usage have indicated 
the elementary .stages of that procedure 
what good rea.son is there for departing 
from this usage, and hero and now, drag- 
giiif; the name of a judge before Parliament 
and leadin;^ I'.'rliainerit into an ac'rimon- 
ioiu disun.ssion wliic!;, as I si.iJ at die <ml- 
set, does little to m.diilain tlic dignity of 
Parliament?'' 

U'lierc w.iS really no answer to this (|ni;a- 
tion. The Liber.ils lia 1 boloru them a 
rii^ht and a wiDiig w;iy to proceed agiiinst 
Judge Elliott, and they, with a perversity 
which it would seem has become habitual 
with them, ohoso tho wrong way. If the 
judge, while tho case was before him, in- 
terfered in the election contest in any way, 
ho did what was most injudicious, and if 
ho wrote urticlcs for the newsp ipers in 
favor of one candiilate or the other, ho did 
what was highly improper, and what, wo 
are glad to see, no one attem pts to justify. 
But taking their case before the wrong 
tribunal was not tho way tT make the most 
of any good point which the Liberals had 
against Judge Flliott. Most people will, 
wo think, decide that Parlianiciit did right 
in refusing to entertain the complaint of tho 
petitioners when the law clearly pro- 
scribes the course whiofi they ought to have 

pursued. 

EDirOIUA L GOMMICNTS. 

A small amount is still required to nudtc 
up a sulBciont fund to entitle the Building 
Committee of the Board of Trade to pro- 
ceed with the workof oonatruction. Nearly 
every town of promineaoe in Canada and 
the United .States posaesacs a Board of 
Trade or Cliandier of Cominerco building, 
and the handsome structure, for which 
plans have been prepared, would' bo an 
ornament to this city and an outward and 
visible sign of its commercial importance. 
There should be little difficulty in securing 
the necessary amount, especially as the 



project is a purely business undertaking, 
which will return a fair interest on the 
money invested. It is to be hoped that 
the full amount of stock will be subscribed 
at once, so as to permit- of' building opera- 
tions being proceeded with at an early date.
